EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

I.— REVENUE. 

1. The Excise receipts (inclusive ol' the proportion at present appropriated to Local Taxation 
purposes, but exclusive of the proceeds of licence duties) represent the amount of duties actually 
contributed by the inhabitants of Ireland. In the case of Spirits this amount is known with 
exactness by means of the “ permit ” system, under which the quantities transferred from one 
division of the United Kingdom to another are ascertained. The trade in Beer was specially 
investigated iu 1890, and the results as to export from one country (o smother then ascertained 
have been proportionately applied to the estimated figures of 1892-93. 

2. As regards the Local Taxes, the receipts from Stamp Duties (which consist of the whole 

of the Irish Probate Duty, the Estate Duty, the Legacy and Succession Duties, and General 
Stamps), and Excise Licences represent the amount collected in Ireland ; but a slight addition is 
made to the Income Tax actually collected in Ireland, in order that Ireland may be credited with 
the amount by which the Income Tax paid on British securities, which are held by residents in 
Ireland, exceeds that paid on Irish securities, which are held by residents in Great Britain. The 
principle of adjustment is explained in the Financial Relations (England, Scotland, and Ireland) 
Return of 1S91, No. 329. > 

3. The Postal Revenue represents the total receipts collected by the Post Office in 
Ireland. 

4. The revenue under the head of Crown Lands represents (1), the amount annually 
collected in Ireland by the Commissioners of Woods ; and (2), an annual allowance for interest on 
the investment of sums realised by sales of quit-rents in Ireland.

4. The cost of the Irish Constabulary and Dublin Metropolitan Police is taken at 
1,500,000 /. Accordingly, under the proposal whereby Ireland would contribute two-thirds of that 
cost, her contribution to this expenditure would be 1,000,000/. 

It will observed that, in the foregoing Statement of the cost of Irish Civil Services £. 
charged on Votes, the estimated expenditure under the head of Dublin Metropolitan 
Police is-------------- - 99,000 

and under the head of Constabulary is - -- -- -- -- 1,362,500

The difference between that sum and 1,500,000 /. is due to there having been taken into account 
charges for these Services on other Votes, such as those for buildings and stationery, &c., on the 
principle of the Statement appended by the Comptroller and Auditor General to the Appropriation 
Accounts, which shows the total net cost of each Service. 

In confirmation of the round sum of 1,500,000 it may be noted that the Exchequer Issues 


under the Votes for these Services in 1891-92 were, — £.
